Electronically Set Off Fireworks 
Resulted in a Superb Display 


The Greenbelt Public Works 
Department special fireworks 
crew has always done a nice job 
of setting off the city’s fireworks 
display with torches at Buddy 
Attick Park on each Indepen- 
dence Day. I am sure that they 
could have done so again this 
year. However, in commemorat- 
ing the city’s 75th celebration 
of our country’s Independence 
Day, staff and council chose to 
spend an extra $4,000 on the 
display and have the fireworks

set off electronically. Besides 
being a safer process and en- 
abling some city crew members 
to enjoy the Fourth with their 
families, it enabled the firing of 
the various rockets and other 
pieces to be synchronized. The 
result was a superb production, 
the best Greenbelt display I have 
witnessed. 

Synchronization enabled si- 
multaneously setting off rockets 
that burst nearly together in the 
same place and provided ex- 


ceptional color and dazzle dis- 
plays. For example, one rocket 
might burst into a spectacularly 
brilliant colored umbrella of 
dots while a second burst added 
shimmering silver strands to the 
display. The electronic firing 
enabled part of the display to be 
placed out into the lake in three 
locations. From these, fountains 
of silver and rapid-fired colorful 
lines waving about in constantly

pool, have been stationed at the 
condominium complex on Han- 
over Parkway. They said they 
will have lasting memories of 
their time spent there. 

All three said they were at 
first taken aback by how friendly 
people were to them but slowly 
became accustomed to it and think 
it is a charming trait. 

‘People are so sociable. It was 
a shock for me when I was first 
working, everybody just passing 
by saying hello. It is not like 
that in my country. If somebody 
doesn’t know you and you just 
say hello, they will look at you 
as if you are a strange guy,” Du- 
jhniak said. 

English Improves 

He said he arrived in the U.S. 

on May 26 and believes his Eng- 


lish has become much better since 
then, due in part to frequent con- 
versations he has had with guests 
of the pool. 

“T think there are very kind 
people here,” he said. “They 
don’t look at you as if you are 
from Ukraine or from Russia. 
They just look at you as a simple 
guy and they want to help you 
if you have some problem,” he 
added. 

Dujhniak said he was im- 
pressed with the architectural style 
here and the newness of many of 
the buildings. 

“My city is a very old city. 
There are buildings that are 
around 500 years old and they’re 
still there. Here you’ve got a

WOW! City’s Fireworks 
Display Was Awesome

Taking a cue from the advice 
that this year’s fireworks display 
at Buddy Attick Park would be 
something special, I ventured 
forth to the lake with members 
of my family and a guest from 
Italy to see if the city’s 75th an- 
niversary version of our annual 
fireworks display would be as 
advertised. 

In spite of the very hot weath- 
er a very large (and orderly) 
crowd was gathering all around 
the lake. The peninsula was 
nearly standing room only so 
we ventured further up the lake 
trail to a spot near the bandstand 
with a nearly direct view of the 
launching site across the lake. 
When the time scheduled for 
the show approached and went 
a little past 9:15 p.m., you could 
feel the restlessness in the crowd. 
The first hint that the fireworks 
would begin came with low- 


volume music starting. 

I thought someone in the 
crowd had a radio on, but since 
there were no advertisements or 
commentary, I realized the city 
was providing piped-in patriotic 
music for the show. 

Just a little beyond the sched- 
uled start time, the first display 
was the usual stationary dis- 
play of our American flag at the 
launch site, which caused most 
of the crowd to stand. Then the 
aerial show began in sync with 
the music and did not stop until 
about 25 minutes later. 

The rockets were a truly red 
glare over Greenbelt that night 
and it did not take long for the 
crowd’s oohs and ahs to show 
their appreciation of the display. 

To me the sky just over the 
lake and the north shore was

Construction Completion 
Is Near for Middle School

Most Greenbelt residents have 
probably noticed only a large 
crane behind trees on the north 
side of Greenbelt Road near the 
school bus lot. They have not 
ventured back into Franklin Park 
(the former Springhill Lake apart- 
ments) to see what has been go- 
ing up in their backyard. The 
new Greenbelt Middle School 
(GMS) is almost completed. It is 
being built behind the old school, 
so it has a Breezewood Drive 
address, not Edmonston Road. 
The sign announcing Greenbelt 
Middle School is already in place 
at 6301 Breezewood Drive, al- 
though the building is still behind 
construction chain link fencing. 

According to PTA President 
Anne Gardner, the new building 
is still on track to be completed 
on July 16. There is not yet a 
dedication/ribbon cutting date 
but it is likely to be late Septem- 


ber or early October. Gardner 
said, “Apparently registrations are 
flooding in, both from students 
who want to participate in the 
new talented and gifted magnet 
program at the school and from 
neighborhood students who are 
transferring from other schools, 
so word is obviously getting out 
that GMS is a good school and 
the place to be.” 

The new Greenbelt Middle 
School is slated to be the Tal- 
ented and Gifted middle school 
for the north county. In addition, 
more sixth graders will attend the 
school in their own wing. Cur- 
rently sixth graders who would 
have attended Springhill Lake 
Elementary School attend the 
school. At a Greenbelt Advisory 
Committee on Education (ACE) 
meeting with PTA presidents last

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Not that Big 


I noticed the dynamic photo 
of runners jumping over a fallen 
tree in the large front-page photo 
of the current issue of the News 


Review (vol. 75, no. 33). The 
caption reads: “Two joggers jump 
over a fallen red oak tree at the 
5-mile marker of the Greenbelt 
Lake path.” 

Unless Greenbelt Lake got a 
lot bigger last week (and then 
shrank again by this morning 
when I ran the same route), it 
is much smaller than the caption 
writer seems to think. The in- 
formational map gives the circuit 
as 1.25 miles, though I think 
it might be closer to 1.3 miles. 
Certainly far short of five miles. 

The markers in question di- 
vide the lake circumference into 
10 (roughly) equal segments, 
of about 0.125 miles (that is, 
one eighth of a mile) each. So 
the marker the caption refers to 
would presumably be the “Sth 
eighth-mile marker.” 

More trivially, I’d contend that 
the two people pictured are mov- 
ing far too quickly to be consid- 
ered “joggers”; I’d just call them 
“runners.”

GAIL to Help Energy 


Assistance Applicants 
On July 17 and 31 the Green- 
belt Assistance in Living (GAIL) 
program will help applicants 
apply for Maryland Energy As- 
sistance in their office at the Mu- 
nicipal Building. The new pro- 
gram year began on July 1 and 
all energy assistance recipients 
are required to re-apply each year 
to continue receiving assistance. 

The 2012 income guidelines 
are in effect July 1 through June 
30, 2013, and set the monthly/ 
annual income by household 
size. To qualify, a one-per- 
son household cannot exceed 
$1,628.95/mo. or $19,547.50 
annually; a two-person house- 
hold, $2,206.45/$26,477.50; 
a three-person house- 
hold, $2,783.95/$33,407.50; 
a four-person household, 
$3,361.45/$40,337.50; and 
a five-person household, 
$3,938.95/$47,267.50. 

To submit an original signed 
application, applicants must bring 
a photo ID, proof of residence 
(lease or rent receipt), copies of 
Social Security cards for each 
household member including chil- 
dren (names must match on card 
and application), gross income 
for the past 30 days for each 
household member over 18 from 
all income sources; and a copy 
of the most recent utility bill with 
account number. Electric bills 
must be in the name of the person 
applying for energy assistance. 

Appointments are required for 
help in filing energy assistance 
applications; walk-ins cannot be 
accepted.

With the advent of electricity 
120 years ago and consequent 
loss of darkness City Dark con- 
siders the question, “Do we need 
the dark?” Director Ian Cheney, 
co-creator of the film King Corn, 
laments the stargazing of his 
childhood and sets out in the film 
to explore spiritual and biological 
results of the lack of darkness. 
With scientific experts and phi- 
losophers, Cheney discovers an 
abundance of planetary changes 
from baby sea turtle migration to 
humankind’s sense of place in the 
universe. Exploring the threat 
of killer asteroids in Hawaii, 
tracking hatching turtles along 
the Florida coast and rescuing 
injured birds on Chicago streets, 
he shows myriad implications 
of a globe glittering with lights 
including potential health impacts 
from light exposure at night and 
a generation of kids who never 
glimpse the universe above.

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SunTrust Points Out Error 
In Site Plan Traffic Study

The Greenbelt City Council 
freed a developer from a host of 
previously required transporta- 
tion improvements at a meeting 
on Monday night, July 9. Sun- 
Trust Bank, owner of the Metro- 
Planned-Community project at 
Greenbelt Metro Station, won re- 
lief through discovery of an error 
in the traffic study accompanying 
the city and county’s site plans. 

That error had resulted in the 
application of a traffic standard 
higher than the project actually 
requires. As a result, city and 
county planners had required 
SunTrust (and its predecessors) to 
improve traffic conditions at two 
locations — Greenbelt Rd. at 62nd 
Street and Greenbelt Rd./Cherry- 
wood Lane/60th Street — and to 
include in their plans a widening 
of Edmonston Road (MD 201) at 
Sunnyside Avenue. 

“When you boil it down to its 
base level, this is about a mistake 
that was made in one technical 
area of the Conceptual Site Plan 
and the Preliminary Plan of Sub- 
division for Greenbelt Station,” 
said the city’s Director of Plan- 
ning and Community Develop- 
ment, Celia Craze. 

“It may seem complicated, but 
it really is,” she added to hearty 
laughter. 

With council’s decision to 
“unburden a development,” Sun- 
Trust hinted that 1t now would 
be easier to “facilitate a transfer 
of the South Core to a developer/ 
builder and allow the develop- 
ment to proceed.” 

Actual development — should 
it occur — would be an economic 
benefit to the City of Greenbelt,

sity of Maryland. As the univer- 
sity’s first director of women’s 
studies in 1974, she developed a 
number of new courses relating 
to the role of women in literature. 
She also served as chair of the 
university’s President’s Commis- 
sion on Women’s Affairs. She 
is a founding member as well 
of the National Women’s Studies 
Association. 

She also has been involved 
with the editing and preparation 
for publication of a number of 
scholarly works and received a 
Governor’s Award for an his- 
torical article she wrote for the 
Maryland Historical Society. She 
was inducted into the Prince 
George’s County Women’s Hall 
of Fame and also recognized as 
Woman of Achievement in Prince 
George’s County History. 

In 2009 she was presented 
with a city proclamation “to rec- 
ognize and thank her for extraor- 
dinary service and dedication to 
the Greenbelt community as edi- 
tor and reporter for the Greenbelt 
News Review.” 

Virginia was also active in 
numerous area organizations of 
interest to many in Greenbelt. 
She helped to organize the Prince 
George’s Chapter of the National 
Organization for Women, wrote 
the charter for the Women’s Ac- 
tion Coalition of Prince George’s 
County and was a member of 
other women’s and professional 
associations. 

Volunteer Service 

But it wasn’t for all of that 
that Virginia was named Out- 
standing Citizen. That honor is 
reserved for persons who provide 
significant volunteer service to 
Greenbelt through its organiza- 
tions. Virginia has been active in 
many organizations since moving 
here in 1957, but most important- 
ly with the News Review where 
she has been a mainstay for more 
than 55 years. 

At 92 she has cut back on 
many activities, but she reports 
regularly each Tuesday to edit 
copy for the paper. Nearly ev- 


ery front-page story you see has 
been made more readable with 
improved grammar and punc-

changing times. 
Also once she served as this pa- 
per’s editor. 

For the city’s 50th Anniver- 
sary, she wrote a chapter about 
the World War II years for the 
commemorative history book. 
Now Virginia looks forward to 
this newspaper’s celebration of 75 
years of publication in November, 
when she will give a talk at the 
News Review banquet. 

Virginia still drives and regu- 
larly attends concerts and plays 
at the Clarice Smith Performing 
Arts Center. She also continues 
to participate in a Thursday af- 
ternoon bridge club at the Com- 
munity Center. For years she 
attended a Tuesday and Thursday 
evening exercise class, but that 
ended when the instructor moved 
away. Using CDs of the class, 
she continues to exercise at home 
and maintains good health. 

When Virginia was named 
Outstanding Citizen, her daugh- 
ter Edith was in the process of 
adopting two children. With the 
family now living in Greenbelt, 
Virginia has enjoyed watching 
these two grandchildren grow up 
and being a part of their lives. 
She is a big fan whenever they 
have a special event. Krissy 
loves to sing and Allen loves to 
play in sports activities. 

Virginia has two sons but sees 
them and their families less often 
since they live in Florida and 
Pennsylvania. Recently she be- 
came a great-grandmother for the 
first time. 

Son George’s grandson is also 
a George — George Orion, with 
whom Virginia has become ac- 
quainted so far only through pho- 
tos but looks forward to meeting 
in person.

very modern style. It is good,” 
he said. 

What struck Maticka as being 
different was the volume of traffic 
in the Greenbelt area, he said. 

“A lot of people — almost ev- 
erybody — drives a car so it 1s a 
little bit different from our coun- 
try. We are riding bikes around 
here and people sometimes look 
at us as if we are strange.” 

Also of interest to Maticka was 
the number of shopping malls and 
plazas, many more than in the 
Czech Republic, as well as the 
prevalence of air conditioning in 
homes. 

Enjoys the Green 

“T like it here so far because in 
spite of the fact that it’s a town, 
there are a lot of green spots 
around here like parks and grass. 
It’s really good. In our country, 
we’ve got parks and things like 
that but we have a lot of tall build- 
ings and more concrete buildings 
than green trees or grass,” he said. 

The warmth of the people 
made him feel at ease, he said. 

“So far I have had a really 
good experience with people 
around here. They are kind and 
everybody is trying to get some 
information about where we are 
from, how we’re living here and 
how we like it so far,” he said. 

“Even if they don’t know you, 
they say hello. I’m not used to it 
in our country. For the first few 
days, it was hard to get used to 
but now I love it. I like people 
who are open-minded and easy to 
talk to so I think that’s the biggest 
difference,” he said. 

Maticka said he had one com- 
plaint about his stay — that it was

thing is not so far,” he said.

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A Review 
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The Darker Side of Peanuts Is Theme at GAC

Imagine your favorite comic 
strip cartoon characters from 
“Peanuts” — Charlie Brown, 
Linus and Lucy, with Snoopy 
and Woodstock — in high school, 
facing the challenges today’s 
students face and you’ve got the 
plot line of “Dog Sees God — 
Confessions of a Teenage Block- 
head” now playing at Greenbelt 
Arts Center. It is a guest pro- 
duction of Dreadnought Theatre 
Co., in its third production at the 
center. 

Not-very-bright teenager 
“C.B.,” the main character, be- 
gins the show by reading from a 
letter he has written his pen pal 
(“C.S.”) about the death of his 
dog. The dog lived in a red dog- 
house and until his fatal illness 
had been friends with a small 
yellow bird. Sound familiar? 

C.B. turns to his group of 
friends, which includes Linus, 
Tricia, Marcy, Lucy and Pigpen, 
for comfort and answers to life’s 
big questions. Unfortunately his 
friends, dealing with their own 
problems, are unable to help C.B. 

Through numerous short but 
powerful scenes the play intensi- 
fies to a sad climax — the suicide 
of one of its main characters. 
The conclusion finds C.B. reading 
aloud to his friends his pen pal’s 
response to him, full of hope and 
advice for the future. 

Despite substance abuse, sexual 
abuse, physical violence and cru- 
elty to other teenagers and the gen- 
erally empty lives of these teens, 
there are two funny scenes. C.B.’s 
sister demonstrates her dream one- 
woman show of how a cocoon 
morphs into — not a butterfly — but 
a platypus. Lucy, who 1s incarcer- 
ated for setting fire to the hair of 
C.B.’s then-girlfriend, a redhead, 
leads C.B. on in a verbal game 
similar to the kick-the-football 
shtick of the comic strip. 

Homophobia 

Homophobia is a strong theme 
of this play in a distressing and 
depressing way. Part of Dread- 
nought’s mission is to “bring our 
audience toward the future” by 
sharing the emotions of young 
persons in today’s society. We can 
only hope the play brings viewers 
toward the future on this issue. 

The acting is powerful and well 
done and the play is sure to evoke 
strong feelings. It’s not a fluffy 
summer production. The work is 
not appropriate for young teens.
